Six thousand 
dollars worth o 


furniture was either badly daninge< 
or rendered worthless by tire in I-' 
J. Piiigry.it Co.'s store on lirowt 
street Monday evening. The build 
ing, 
belonging to 
Mclmloe and 


I'arkcr, was damaged lo the extent 
of a thousand dollars. 


The fire broke nut iii the rearof thi 


store, and must havebeeii caused bv 
combustion of oils and paint oil 
cloths which lay near the .stairway, 
it was lii-st noticed by jK-ople on 
Stevens street, and was then a small 
blaze. In on instantitbui-stthrough 
the rear windows, and was rouriitg 
at a terrifiic rate. Mr. I'ingry had 
left tho store but a short time previ- 
ous. The fin; was an exceptionally 
hot one and only the prompt and 
vigorous application of plenty of 
water prevented a great loss. The 
alarm bell en lied out a great; crowd, 
so large, in fact, that the work of 
fireman was seriously intefered with. 
Before the hose had a stream plnyi ag- 
on the flume it had grown to good 
sized proportions, but in two minutes 
after water began pouring into the 
building it was entirely out. The 
damage to st(x:k was surprisingly 
large, 
l-'ine furniture, standing far 


away 
from 
the 
blaze, 
was 


fairly cooked by the great heat. Not 
an article was left in the store but 
showed tho effects of lire, with the 
exception of the undertaking room 
The building was also badly dam- 
aged. The ceiling ,,n both floors 
was burned to a crisp, the rear door 
and window frames burned out, all 
the plate glass and other windows 
broken by the heal, and tlitf plaster- 
ing removed. 


On the building there was an insur- 


ance of fifteen hundred dollars, which 
more than covers the loss. On stoek 
there was an insurance of .?:j,f,oo 
divided up between the agencies of 
Paul Browne, Alhnn & Barnes and 
Miller & iicCormiek.

There arc two things which the Oer- 


man officer does not and can not con- 
done—one is noncBieieney of tin; sol- 
dier's rille, the other a chafed foot. H 
either of these two takes place on th« 
march or during the maneuvers, the 
soldier is immediately punished with 
arrest, and is not allowed to offer any 
excuse. During the different maneu- 
vers of German army corps that I hav« 
attended, I ciin not recall a handful o) 
footsore men in the course of a day's

Nutmeg Culture in Grenada. 


Nutmeg is becoming a source of much 


profit to many islands in the West In- 
dies, and especially in Grenada. For 
many years the nutmeg trw. has been 
grown )Tt is only recently that its culti- 
vation has received serious attention. 
To start a nutmeg plantation the 
ground must be cleared at a cost of 
six pounds per acre. 
Saman trees 


should then be planted, forty-five f«-et 
apart. Meanwhile, the nutmeg seeds 
should be carefully reared in the nurs- 
ery. 
In about two years the seedlings 


should be planted out 
Unless the 


locality is very favorable, ten yea'rs 
must elapse before the trees begin to 
be productive. A large number will 
be of the male sex, and, as the propor- 
tion of male to female trees should not 
exceed one in thirty, the planter will 
have to cut down the trees freely as 
soon as their sex is declared. It is 
reckoned that nutmegs should yield an 
annual profit to the planter of alxmt 
ten shillings per tree.—Lord Brassey, 
in Fortnightly Review. 


A Birthmark That K»rn«-d • Reward. 
A curious decree of the conventional 


Roger Dueos and Lacoste has l>cen 
brought to light at Lille. It was to 
grant an aid of four hundred francs to 
a female infant named Mercier, of the 
parish of Qucsnoy, in French Flanders, 
who was born with a mark on her left 
side over her heart exactly resembling 
a cap of liberty.

boarders did not cat the sliced tomatoes 
she had prepared. 


"Just like folks," she muttered. 


"When tomatoes are five cents apiece 
they can't get cnougli. Soon as they're 
five cents a quart they won't eat 
them." 


The real secret, however, was not 


that her lioarders had the tastes of 
multi-millionaires, but the tomatoes 
were sliced with their c.kins still on. 
They should have been plunged in 
scalding water and had their skins re- 
moved with a sharp knife. Then, after 
a period of rehardening in the ice chest 
they •would have been ready to slice. 


A delicious dish is tomato savoury. 


Plunge each tomato in boiling water 
and pare. Cut off the bottoms and 
with a spoon scoop out the seeds. Fill 
the cavities with finely minced chicken, 
to which must be added a third propor- 
tion of shredded anchovy and gherkin 
mixed with a small quantity of mayon- 
naise sauce. Torn t«-j cut side of each 
tomato on 'to a slice of seasoned cucum- 
ber, dish them on a bed of shredded 
sn3?.3 leaves and g-arnish with chopped 
aapic. 


Tite game dish with prince of Wales 


Sauce instead of mayonnaise Is excel- 
lent. 
This sauce is prepared aa fol-> 


lows: 


Blanch a handful of parsley with two 


or three sprigs of tarragon and chives 
in boiling, salted wafer for three or 
four minutes. Immerse them in cold 
water, press the moisture from them in 
a cloth, and then pound them, with the 
yolk of a hard-boiled egg, a couple at 
boned anchovies, and a dessert spoon of 
capers. Add the yolk of a raw egg and 
beat the mi.ttnre, adding, drop by drop, 
salad oil and chili and tarragon vinegar 
in the proportion of two tablespoons of 
oil to one teaspoon of vinegar, until a 
sauce about the consistency of mayon- 
naise is made. Hub it through a hair 
sieve. Kill the tomatoes, arrange on a 
bed of salad, anil garuisa with slices of 
hard-boiled yolks. 


Other fillings for tomatoes are hard- 


boiled eggs, cut into dice, seasoned 
with pepper, salt, oil and vinegar, 
mixed with a third part of anchovy, 
and a tablespoonfnl of chopped green 
herbs, and coW new potatoes, cut in 
tiny squares and mixed with mayon- 
naise.—Chicago Timos.
